none," Bailey said in an inter- 
view.

were expected to be the only 
ones in the village."

Sex is one of the touchiest 
subjects a columnist can write 
about — especially when a col- 
umn offers advice to teen-ag- 
ers, teUingthem what's "right" 
or "wrong" about premarital 
sex. Mall from readers invar- 
iably brings mixed reactions. 
Some say the subject should 


be swept under the rug and a- 
voided completely. Others say 
sex should be discussed publi- 
cly but always with the purpose 
of planting deep fears which 
will 
discourage 
teen-agers 


from experimenting with sex. 
And then there are always some 
critics who say nothing should 
ever be said to make young 
people fear sex because it will 
mark them for the rest of their 
lives. 
Similar conflicting attitudes 
are building up to fever pitch 
all over the country in the con- 
troversy over sex education 
in the schools. It seems that 
nobody can mention the subject 
anywhere without arousing bit- 
ter arguments from both sides. 
Is it any wonder that many young 
people are confused about their 
own sexual feelings and how 
far they should go? 
No intelligent adult wants a 
teen-ager to grow up with such 
feelings of guilt about sex that 
it will interfere with his or 
her happiness in marriage. But 
there are very real dangers In 
premarital sex and young people 
need to know about them. With- 
out such knowledge, boys and 
girls can blunder into serious 
difficulties without realizing the 
danger. The objective is not so 
much to implant fear as a deter- 
rent but to be sure teens know 
what It is all about —then if 
they decide to indulge in sex 
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still a 
large 
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they will be taking the risks pur- 
posely, not through ignorance. 
In times past, the dangers of 
venereal disease and out-of- 
wedlock pregnancy prevented 
much sexual involvement but 
more recently the pill and anti- 
biotics to combat disease have 
lessened these fears. It is a 
false confidence. Venereal in- 
fections 
among teens 
are 


spreading rapidly and an in- 
creasing number of teen-age 
girls are becoming pregnant. 
Aside 
from these dangers, 


however, there are others which 
are less well known, principal- 
ly the danger of emotional hurt 
to the individual. Emotional 
hurts can leave lifetime scars. 
Sound emotional health and good 
family training are the keys toa 
safe and sane attitude about 
sex. 


We must start with the reali- 
zation that virtually every boy 
and 
girl 
will have sexual 


thoughts 
and feelings while 


growing up. What they need is 
a guide on how to manage these 
feelings. It cannot be accom- 
plished with one serious talk 
when they reach maturity. 


Such training must begin when 
children are small. That is the 
time for them to learn the 
basic lesson that a person can- 
not do whatever he wants to do 
whenever he feels like doing it. 
He must learn to respect the 
rights of other people and to 
accept full responsibility for 
his personal actions. 


Youngsters who learn these 
basic rules while growing up are 
less apt to become involved with 
sex in the teens. They are more 
likely to be aware that pre- 
marital sex means some loss of 
self-respect because the com- 
munity as a whole frowns on this 
behavior and labels it as mor- 
ally wrong. 


And most teen-agers will suf- 
fer another emotional "bruise" 
when they realize they are run- 
ning the risk of bringing new 
human beings into this world 
who are utterly defenseless and 
must accept whatever life hands 
them through adoption or other- 
wise. Nobody has the right to 
subject another human being to 
such an uncertain fate and no 
young person with a sense of 
responsibility would willingly 
run that risk. 
Anybody can make a mistake, 
including those youngsters from 
"good" homes.

After The Peace March, What? 


(FROM THE ROGERS, ARK., DAILY NEWS) 


How you gonna keep 'em down on the farm — or the factory or 


the office or the campus — after they've seen D. C.? 


The question Is anything but frivolous. The 250,000 or more 


Americans who participated in the largest Vietnam peace rally 
yet staged have gone back home and resumed their private pur- 
suits . But they are not going to be content with fading memories of 
an exciting weekend they once spent in the nation's capital. 


These scores of thousands, most of them young, flocked to 


Washington in order to display their numbers, their solidarity, 
their sincerity and their demand for immediate end to the war— 
or an immediate and unmistakable beginning of the end. 


As did the children of medieval Europe, who streamed from 


their villages to rescue the Holy Land, the Washington marchers 
came from all parts of the country fired with the conviction that 
the very righteousness of their cause, the very fact of their 
massing together at the seat of power, would be enough to make 
the Infidel fall, or at least tremble. 


Duped and misled, the child crusaders were sold off into 


slavery before they reached the Holy Land. The crusaders against 
the Vietnam war must sooner or later face the cruel reality that 
no matter how righteous or how much in the right they think they 
are, their Holy Land is still a distant vision. 


Weary as all Americans are of the war, there is as yet no in- 


dication that the vast majority of them do not still put their faith 
in the President and his pledge of gradual extrication from the mo- 
rass of Vietnam. Nor is there any indication that the Washington 
rally, impressive as it was, has changed this situation in the 
slightest. 


There is no consolation in this, either for the president or the 


"silent majority" he believes supports him. For unlike the child 
crusaders, the peace marchers are not going to disappear into 
history.

Washington Merry-Go-Round 


Story Behind The News Charge 


By JACK ANDERSON 


WASHINGTON — Vice Presi- 
dent Spiro Agnew's outcry a- 
galnst "managed news'' was, 
Itself, a deliberate attempt to 
manage the news . Not only did 
his attack upon the TV networks 
o r i g i n a t e inside the White 
House, but TV coverage has 
been the subject of frequent 
White House strategy sessions. 


Never has there been a more 
TV-conscious 
President than 


Richard Nixon. He submits to 
elaborate makeup, reviews the 
camera angles and rehearses 
his TV appearances extensi- 
vely. 
He has also urged party lead- 
ers to take advantage of every 
opportunity to use television 
to promote his policies. He has 
suggested that Cabinet officers 
draw up summaries of their ac- 
complishments, so they will be 
ready with quick answers for 
TV interviews. 
White House aides, skilled In 
TV merchandising, have been 
put at the 
disposal of party 


leaders. At a White House pol- 
icy powwow on Sept. 30, for 
example, President Nixon in- 
structed GOP leaders: "When 
Republicans go on television, 
notify Lyn Nofziger at the White 
House." 
The President explained that 
aide Nofziger was prepared to 
supply them with plenty of TV 
ammunition. 
Urged 
Nixon; 


"Zero in on the big Issues! 
Talk it up!" 


SPREAD THE WORD 


At another closed-door meet- 
ing on 
Oct. 14, presidential 


aide Harry Dent called upon 
party leaders for wide "dis- 
semination" of a president- 
ial message. 
"We're going to do this on 


all major messages," explain- 
ed the President. 
His 
communications czar, 


Herb Klein, noted that there 
would be "calls to editorialists 
also." 


"Department 
people 
are 


alerted to roll their programs 
along," added Bryce Harlow, 
the chief White House lobbyist. 
On repeated occasions, the 
President has 
pointed out to 


GOP 
strategist that he can 


give his policies an extra push 
by appearing on national tele- 
vision. He has complete access 
to the TV networks and can 
present his views tothe Ameri- 
can 
people 
uninterrupted by 


commercials. 
His Vietnam speech, for ex- 
ample, was broadcast by all 
three major networks. Excerpts 
were also carried on several 
newscasts. Although he may not 


have liked the TV commentar- 
ies, the President could hardly 
argue that the networks didn't 
give his speech full and fair ex- 
posure. 


Yet 
the morning after 
the 


speech, the President grumped 
to aides about the TV commen- 
taries. This led to further dis- 
cussions 
inside 
the White 


House. Out of these discussions 
came the Agnew speech, which 
was intended to bring pressure 
upon the networks to restrain 
criticism. 


The first draft was written by 
Patrick Buchanan, who also 
writes 
the President's 
daily 


"news summaries." (Nixon Is 
not an avid newspaper reader, 
relies upon Buchanan's con- 
densations 
for most of his 


news.) 


MERCHANDIZING NIXON 


From the beginning of the 


1968 
presidential campaign, 


Nixon's advisers urged him to 
concentrate more on the Nixon 
image than the Nixon essence. 
Joe McGinniss' book, "TheSel- 
ling of the President 1968," 
makes devastating disclosures 
which show how candidate Nix- 
on was packaged and presented 
to the American public like an 
enzyme detergent. 


One of Nixon's television pro- 


ducers, Roger Ailes — who to- 
day is on the 
public payroll 


as a presidential television ad- 
visor — was quoted as saying; 


"Now 
you put him (Nixon) on 


television, you've gotaproblem 
right away. He's a funny-looking 
guy. 
He looks like somebody 


hung him in a closet over- 
night, and he jumps out in the 
morning with his suit all bunch- 
ed up and starts running around 
saying, 'I want tobe President.' 
I mean this is how he strikes 
some people. That's why these 
(television) shows are Import- 
ant. To make them forget all 
that." 
The same atmosphere still 
lingers in the White House to- 
day. Two of the President's 
most trusted advisers — H. R. 
Haldeman and Ronald Ziegler— 
are former advertising men. 
Several lesser aides also came 
to the White House out of ad- 
vertising agencies. 
A visit to their staff sessions 


would lead the uninitiated to 
wonder whether they were dis- 
cussing 
national 
issues or 


breakfast cereals. National pol- 
icy is described in advertising 
lingo: "inputs'" and "outputs," 
"programs" and "processes." 
Press briefings are now "press 
opportunities." Things aren't 
simply done; they are "imple-

Dear Editor: 


I am appalled at the action 


of the Red Bluff School Board 
at their meeting last Tuesday 
evening, Nov. 25. Three boys, 
charge 
with 
possession of 


drugs, were found guilty and 
expelled from Red Bluff High 
School. 


My concern is based on sev* 


eral issues, and I trust that my 
desire to share this concern will 
not be from any prejudice. Be. 
ing well acquainted with one of 
the families involved, itwas my 
intention to be present for the 
hearing; however, due to a sev. 
sre cold, I remained at home. 
Therefore, I will simply ask 
some questions, 
and seek to 


share my thoughts on the mat- 
ter. 


It is my understanding that 


the parents were not allowed 
to be present at the hearing or 
the sentencing — I would like 
to know why not? I also am un- 
der the impression that these 
young fellows were not dealt 
with individually, but rather the 
cases 
were tried together. 


Again, I ask, why? Were these 
high school students interview, 
ed individually by members of 
the school administrators and 
the school board? Certainly they 
should have deserved that much 
consideration. 


But more discomforting that 


all of this is the future of these 
potential leaders of our land. 
Does it not reveal an apparent 
lack of interest on the part of 
the school administrators and 
board regarding the future of 
these students? Has the admin* 
istration and board made any 
provision for the continued ed- 
ucation of these students? Or 
must they now be forgotten 
until they are readmitted to 
school? What kind of a society 
are we passing on to our youth 
when we "whip*and*drop«em?" 
Even hardened criminals re* 
ceive better treatment than that, 
don't they? 


Of course If these students 


are 16 years old they don't 
have to fo to school, but per* 


haps they desire further educa- 
tion! It is entirely possible 
that their parents are of the 
same mind also! 


Justice is not served by such 


treatment on the part of the 
Board. Of Course, If the school 
board wants the generation gap 
widened, they have certainly 
picked a giant plow with which 
to accomplish It! I am not 
condoning pill pushers; for it 
does lead to profound problems 
in later life. But I think the 
reviewers of this case need to 
ask themselves; Were these 
three students serious pushers, 
or were they perhaps only cur- 
ious? Naive? Yes; Unsophisti- 
cated? Indeed! But guilty of ex- 
pulsion? Surely the punishment 
ought to fit the crime. 


Every lawyer, judge, and jury 


in the land is acquainted with 
the basic "innocent until proven 
guilty" principle. They have a 
moral obligation to protect the 
accused against the worse evil 
of leaving them convicted with 
nothing to do. 


Finally, there Is a serious 


moral obligation on the part 
of the school administration and 
the School Board to give these 
students every opportunity to 
return to high school at the ear. 
liest date. Judging these stu- 
dents guilty, passing sentence 
on them in a unanimous way 
so that there appears to be 
unanimity within the ad minis, 
tration and board, does not re* 
lieve the school officials of 
their responsibility to ferret 
out the hardened pushers, duely 
prosecuting them, and return* 
ing the less guilty to school at 
the earliest possible time. And 
would it not be possible in the 
future to examine each of the 
accused separately, so that they 
are assured of a fair, sentence?

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Dear Editor; 
I am appalled at the action 
of the Red Bluff School Board 
at their meeting last Tuesday 
evening, Nov. 25. Three boys, 
charge 
with possession of 
drugs, were found guilty and 
expelled from Red Bluff High 
School. 
My concern is based on sev­ 
eral issues, and I trust that my 
desire to share this concern will 
not be from any prejudice. Be­ 
ing well acquainted with one of 
the families involved, it was my 
intention to be present for the 
hearing; however, due to a sev­ 
ere cold, I remained at home. 
Therefore, I will simply ask 
some questions, and seek to 
share my thoughts on the mat­ 
ter.It is my understanding that 
the parents were not allowed 
to be present at the hearing or 
the sentencing — I would like 
to know why not? I also am un­ 
der the impression that these 
young fellows were not dealt 
with individually, but rather the 
cases were tried together. 
Again, 1 ask, why? Were these 
high school students interview­ 
ed individually by members of 
the school administrators and 
the school board? Certainly they 
should have deserved that much 
consideration. 
But more discomforting that 
all of this is the future of these 
potential leaders oí our land. 
Does it not reveal an apparent 
lack of interest on the part of 
the school administrators and 
board regarding the future of 
these students? Has the admin­ 
istration and board made any 
provision for the continued ed­ 
ucation oí these students? Or 
must they now be forgotten 
until they are re-admitted to 
school? What kind of a society 
are we passing on to our youth 
when we “whip-and-drop-em?” 
Even hardened criminals re­ 
ceive better treatment than that, 
don’t they? 
Of course if these students 
are 16 years old they don’t 
have to go to school, but per­ 


haps they desire further educa­ 
tion! It is entirely possible 
that their parents are of the 
same mind also! 
Justice is not served by such 
treatment on the part of the 
Board. Of Course, if the school 
board wants the generation gap 
widened, they have certainly 
picked a giant plow with which 
to accomplish it! 1 am not 
condoning pill pushers; for it 
does lead to profound problems 
in later life. But I think the 
reviewers of this case need to 
ask themselves: Were these 
three students serious pushers, 
or were they perhaps only cur­ 
ious? Naive? Yes! Unsophisti­ 
cated? Indeed! But guilty of ex­ 
pulsion? Surely the punishment 
ought to fit the crime. 
Every lawyer, judge, and jury 
in the land is acquainted with 
the basic “ innocent until proven 
guilty” principle. They have a 
moral obligation to protect the 
accused against the worse evil 
of leaving them convicted with 
nothing to do. 
Finally, there is a serious 
moral obligation on the part 
of the school administration and 
the School Board to give these 
students every* opportunity to 
return to high school at the ear­ 
liest date. Judging these stiw 
dents guilty, passing sentence 
on them in a unanimous way 
so that there appears to be 
unanimity within the adminis­ 
tration and board, does not re­ 
lieve the school officials of 
their responsibility to ferret 
out the hardened pushers, duely 
prosecuting them, and return­ 
ing the less gjilty to school at 
the earliest possible time. And 
would it not be possible in the 
future to examine each of the 
accused separately, so that they 
are assured of a fair sentence? 
Remember, generation gaps 
just don’t happen; they are 
created by adults as well as 
youth. “ He that is without sin, 
let him cast the first stone.**

Dear Mrs. S.: Bacteria live 
harmoniously with the fungus 
and with yeasts in the mouth. 
This balance is kept at a con­ 
stant level in the mouth and 
in the entire intestinal tract. 
Everyone in perfect health 
has these germs and fungi. 
Antibiotics can either de­ 
stroy bacteria or can hold 
them in check, in many in­ 
stances this alters the balance 
between bacteria and the fun­ 
gus. or fungi. 
W hy this happens in some 
people and not in others is 
not easy to explain What is 
even more difficult to under­ 
stand is why some people, af­ 


ter using the same antibiotic 
at different times, should sud­ 
denly develop a fungus infec­ 
tion It is not believed that 
the answer lies in an allergic 
reaction 
Some of these Monilia and 
Candidda infections can be 
very persistent and annoying 
New drugs are now being 
combined with the antibiotics 
in the hope that they can pre­ 
vent the frequency and dura­ 
tion of this condition And 
there are other drugs which 
are used for the treatment of 
this type of fungus infection 
when once it is present.

Does drinking iced and car­ 
bonated beverages with meals 
interfere with the nutrient 
value of the food? My chil­ 
dren insist on it and even at 
the age of six and eight ac­ 
tually refuse to eat without 
them.

Dear Mrs. R.: There may be 
some interference with diges­ 
tion by taking cold carbonated 
drinks during meals. It is be­ 
lieved that the activity of the 
stomach juices and enzymes 
are slowed down by iced 
drinks. Another disadvantage 
may be the fact that the 
stomach 
becomes 
over-dis­ 
tended with a bubble of air 
and may reduce a .child’s de­ 
sire to eat. 
At such an early age I be­ 
lieve that children benefit 
from the controls that are set 
down for them. The limits im­ 
posed on them give them an 
added sense of security. If. 
at their age, they dominate 
the family patterns of eating 
you are heading into a period 
of lack of control in other 
areas. You know what's best 
for them and must therefore 
establish the rules of all fam­ 
ily behavior.
